does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Examiner does not agree with Applicant's argument that Glick teaches including a pointer of a next network layer in a current net work 
layer, while the claimed invention recites including an address of a communication network layer in a message of a subsequent network 
layer, which is contrary to Glick. Primarily, the claims do not clearly state whether the "subsequent" network layer is higher up in the 
stack (i.e. closer to the application layer protocol), or lower in the stack (i.e. closer to the physical layer). Therefore the claim can be read 
either way and Glick reads on the claim. To clarify the claim language, Examiner recommends including within the claim a frame of 
reference indicating whether "subsequent" refers to a higher level protocol layer or a lower level protocol layer. 

Examiner also does not agree with Applicant's assertion that Glick does not disclose the "variables and methods" recited in claim 15. 
The terms "variables" and "methods" are taught by Glick, which describes "data structures" which include flags and pointers and 
instructions - all of which can be considered "variables" and "methods." See col. 8, lines 1-13.
